B.AMS. “EUROPA’'S” SPEED | 


TRIALS. 
—_—_——_— 

On the 2nd inst. H.M.S. Europa (Capt. R. M. 
Ommaney) reached Colombo, with about 750, 
officers pnd men absard, including tho old crows 
of H.M.S8, Rosario, Waterwitch, Phonia ond 

Algerisie aud drafts generally from tho reserve 
on this station ond from torpedo bouts and 
destroyers. Sho was on her journey back to 
Portsmouth, which sho hoped to reach on tho 
3rd prox. The Admiralty ordered tho Europa 
io carry out o series of trials similar to those 
successfully’ secomplished by the Spartiate—, 
ihat is from Honghkony to Singopore and from 
Singapore to Colombo. The Limes of Ceylon 
gives the following account ;—She commenced 
a -forty honrs’ trial at fall powor from 
Hongkong, but it bod to bo -givon up on 
account , of the hot bearings, oud ulso to 
tho fact that there waa now ond strange 
crew on bonrd, She eased’ up, and thoy 
dag out and got things ‘right, but the full 
powor trial wes not resumed, and it was thought 
‘edvisoble to do. the ferty hours ot three-fifths 
power—that is 9,900 horee-power, oF eighteen 
knots, This was succcesiully accomplished, 
tLo conl consumption boing 2-4 pori.b.p, On 
reaching Singapore the Europa took in 700 tons 
of coal, snd sisyod todays. Cn resuming the 
voyage to Colombo the'sixty hours’ trial begun. 
Bight hours were run ot 16,300 horse-power, 
which gives a speed on poper of 20 knots (tho 
highest speed nccomplished hy the Spartiate 
was 204 knota for the ‘same length of 
time); fifty-two hours at throe-fifths power, 
or aspeed of 18 knots;and the journcy was 
completed at 13°8 knots per hour, tho wholo 
journey from Singapore to Colombo occupying 
304 hours, ‘Tho coat consnmption on the eight 
hours’ trial was 2°3 per ib.p, and 25 on the 52 
hours’ trial. Again. there har fo bo recorded 
the creditable fact that not a singlo man fell 
ont, They bad all worked* admirably. “Of 
courte,” our representative was informed, “We 
find itatremendous etrain. In fact, these trials 
ovght never to take place inthe tropics.” 

As regards the engines aud boilers, there were 
absolutely no defects in the sixty, bours’ ran, 
The oxcessive loss of water, which is Enpposed 
to be inherent in the Belloville boilers, has been 
noticeable by its absence. In fact the Europa 
is better for water than the Spartiate, which op 
the outward voyage used 24 tons & day. agninat 
20 tons ueed by the Europa. 
therefore, the trials have proved eminently 
satisfactory. ‘' When tho trial was finished 
yesterdey, the Crptain fell in everybody, 
and, in the conrse of a very complimentary 
speech, congratulated officers and men on the 
manser in which they had woked.” The 
Buropa wovld have reached Colombo earlier 
than sbe did bad she not mot with monscon 
weather. For the last 90 iles of the journey 
the wind blew foirly strong against her. 

It is not generally known, says our Ceylon 

cntemporsy, that BMS. Spartiote tnd a 
[unaticon board, At Singapore oF Hongkong 
tha writer forgets which [Singapore presumably; 
it was not Hongkong]—on Enropean ‘police, 
inan bad suddenly gone mad ond committed 
several murders, He waslooked up.n as a most 
dangerous individual, and attempts bad been 
mado to ship him. on one and all of the 
passenger boats: for England; but no indncement 
would cause the ships’ captains to fake tho risk. 
Therofore, the ‘utipleassnt duty, deposed opon 
HMB. Spartiate. Obviously tho responsibility 
was not regarded. with much favour, but the 
ordor Was peremptory and there was no 
alternative. -With their ueual readiness, the 
hondy-men improvised o padded reom by 
sewing gunpy-bags of cotton together and 
padding the walls' of 8 sparo, room 
with them. Alaa! afler all there eluborate 
precontions and when the medical authorities 


hind approved of the padded call, the Junatio was |. 


gingerly carried aboard, but, instead of a raging 
maning, foaming at the mouth snd so ou, bebold 
a quiet, tractable Englishman, white-facod from

THE MEDITEUDANBAN FLEET IN 1902. . 
‘Mfr, Arnold White writes in: the Daity 
Chronicle :— oe ; 
© The Channel Squadron lives in the limelight. 
Its breezy commander is one of tho best-known 
méa in England, ‘as he is one of ‘our best 
admirals at sea. The Mediterranean Squadron, 
whichis the backbone of national defenco, is 


rarely heard of. Its ononal. marcsavres are | 


tordily ported in technical texthooka. The 
average citizen knows little of its history; no- 
thing of ifs commander, composition, traditions, 
or efficiency. Ontbe gannery skill of the bfedl- 
terranoan Squadron depends the existence of the 
Britieh Empire. ‘The whole of our institutions, 
including the Throve, the Indinn Empire, the 
Poor Law, the Forsign Office, and Mr. Brod- 
rick’s Army Corps of “ Speciale,” depend upon 
tho Mediterranean Fleet. ‘It is only when the 
Mediterranean Flot is sufficient ond efficiont 
thst the country is safe.

On page 
407 particalore as tothe'shooting of throo ships 
in the American Navy are givea; and the 
performance of the French Northern Fleet, 
comprising seven ships, is given on, page 406, 
In tho Washington Nates on Naval Progress, 
190), pp. 285-239, full details are given of the 
shooting of the English Channel Squadron. 
The present writer hea had no diffonlty during 
the lnat fow years in obtaining full detailr as to 
the shooting of the ships of the British Navy. 

Having thas shown that information denied 
to the House of.Commons ia accessible, not 
or ly to peers of the realm like Lord Brassey, 
but.to humble citizens like the writer, and to 
foreigners, aa in the case of the American 
Notes on Naval Progress, ia it not time for the 
‘Admiralty to abandon the fiction that informa- 
tion as to gunnery js confidential? Publicity 
means omulation, and emulation means good 
shooting. . . + 

A broad statement of the results acoomplished 
willbe interesting. The shooting in the 
Mediterranetin  Flest for 1902 shows that 
Admiral Sir Compton Domvilo has raised 
the gunnery cflleionoy of bis squadron by no 
less than 16 por cent, In other. words, instead 
of missing the torgut twice out of three times, 
as has been the custom of the British Navy for 
the lest thirteen years, tho gunners of the 
Mediterranean Fleet have managed to find the 
target once in every {wo shots.” H.M.8. Hood 
appears to be the crack ebip of the Fleet, having 
hit seventy-nine times out of a hundred and five 
rounds. ‘The Aagship of the Commander-in- 
Chief is high up on the list, with a hundred bite 
out of a hundred and fifty-five rounds, giving.» 
percentage of 64.5. The Formidable, which 
‘was unjustly blamed for bad shooting’ with 
the heavy guna, has done excoodingly woll, 
with on average of 628. The bad results 
from the turret guns were due to incorrect 
sight. The Formidable, although handicapped 
by. bad. turret guns, did exceedingly woll 
with her 6in. guns ot a speed of twelve 
knots. Tho average per guo per minute was 
4.38, and ehe-bit tho target sixty-six times out 
of one hundred and five rounds.
